- Bethel's annual meeting was held 
Wionday with the customary lack of 
général discussion and argument.

The amount of money raised dur- 
ing the afternoon session followed 
the advice of the budget commit- 
tee with the exception of the mat- 
ter of repairing the road from the 
Riverside Cemetery to the Valen- 
4ine place on the Northwest Bethel 
road.

Without discussion it was voted 
to permit the exhibition of motion 
pictures on Sunday in town. With 
the yea and nay vote this result 
appeared to be close, but when 
those favoring the measure came 
to thelr feet they far outnumbered 
those against the innovation. 


Most of the remarks from the 
floor were questions by Mrs. John 
Irvine, a newcomer at Bast Bethel, 
who sought information several 
4{mes regarding the town’s prac- 
tices, There was some discussion 
on the question of deducting from 
the pay of town employees to apply 
on their over due taxes, but no 
action was taken. It was voted to 
have the Moderator appoint a bud- 
get committ of 12, to be made up of 
eltizens not holding town office, 


Mr. Bartlett, who served the town 
‘woll as ‘Tax Collector and was re- 
elected, made an attemot to In- 
erease hig pay. He named several 
‘towns in the county which pay 1% 
eente on the dollar for collection, 
and he felt that Bethel’s .008 rate 
‘was much too low. However, on 
motion of TE. E. Bennett, the old 
rate was fixed for another year.
